H. C. Townsend, general passenger 
and ticket agent of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad, died early Thursday at 
Port Huron, Mich. He went there a 
Week ago after a month's visit to a 
daughter at Columbus, O. 

Mr. Townsend on Jan. 1 last was 
given a permanent ‘‘vacation” at full 
pay. The check for his current month's 
salary was being made out when news 
of his death reached the headquarters 
of the road in St. Louls Thursday. 

The first information came in a tele- 
gram to Charies E. Ware, his lifelong 
friend. . 

When Mr. 
St. Loulsf six weeks ago, it was not 
known that he was dangerously ill, 
though he had been a sufferer from 
stomach trouble for several years. His 
‘fliness began shortly aicer the death of 
his wife, who died from the shock of a 
trolley car accident at Asheville, N. C., 
five years ago. 

« ‘Wife Imjured in Trolley Wreck. 

Mrs. Townsend, with her husband,

Mrs. Townsend jumped and re- 
ceived injuries from which she never 
rallied. She died five months later.

Fearing that Judge William Jefferson 
Pcllard would compel them to sign 
pledges to refrain from smoking for 
a year, Dr. Robert Gray of 4707 West- 
minister place, and Samuel Epstein, a 
liquor dealer and professional bonds- 
man, patched up a truce in the Dayton 
Street Police Court Thursday morning, 
after having fought a flerce smoke bat- 
tle on a Suburban car Wednesday night. 

The prospect of a smokeless old age 
was more than the two men could 
stand. They announced that: they ‘did 
not want to prosecute each other, shook 
hands and left the court together. 

The smoke battle began on the street 
car as it rounded into Wash street from 
Fourteenth street and continued to Lef- 
finewell avenue. 

Dr. Gray was armed with a gold- 
tipped cigarette. 

Mr. Epstein’s weapon was a big black 
cigar with an especially vicious odor. 

For more than three blocks the phy- 
sician and professional bondsmen sat 
in the same seat and blew~big clouds 


of smoke into each other’s faces. 


Tried to Put Lights Out. 

Then each tried to put the other’s 
light out—not their cigar and cigarette 
lightsa—but thefr real lights. 

Dr. Gray poked Epstein as near his 
light as he could direct a blow, and Ep- 
stein retaliated by giving the young 
physician a jolt that nearly knocked him 
out of the window. : 

Policemen interfered and arrested both 
combatants at Jefigfson avenue and es- 
corted them to the Dayton Street Sta- 
tion. 

Cigarette Was “Fierce.” 

Dr. Gray was sitting In one of the 
three rear seats on the 
puffing away at a cigarette, when Ep- 
stein took a seat beside him. 

Epstein could not bear the aroma of 
the physician’s cigarette, but the breeze 
through the car window blew the smoke 
into his face. 

The professional bondsman drew a 
huge black cigar, made out of bad to- 
bacco, and touched it off with a match. 

After a few piiffs he had the cigar 
going good. ‘He drew in a big mouth- 
ful of #¢moke—so big that his cheeks re- 
sembled a pelican’s starting on 4 long 
journey—and then he let fly -with. a 
volley of smoke that hid the physician 
froth the view of the spectators for « 
few seconds. 

The physician fired back with a 
mouthful

The failure of No. 3, the limited, to 
take the siding at Knobnoster as di- 
rected, is said to have been the cause 
of the -wreck. Both trains were be- 
speed fn 
an effort to get back to their schedules. 

The California Limited -left St. Louis 
at 10:10 p. m. Wednesday. The east- 
bound train was due here at 7:30 a. m. 
Thursday. 

Cars and Engines Demolished. 

The locomotives, tender, baggage cars 
and three mail cars were demolished. 
The sleeping cars toward the rear re- 
main standing, but many of the pas- 
sengers in them were injured, some 
having. .bones broken. 

The special train bearing the injured 
and two of the dead reached Sedalia at 
10:40 a. m. and ambulances hurried those 
who were hurt to the hospital. The op- 
erating tables there were soon full. Ev- 
ery available surgeon was pressed into 
service to dress wounds. 

Bodies Held at Village. 

The other five belies recovered from 
the wreckage are being prepared for 
Surial at Knobnoster, and will be sent 
thence to their homes when directions 
are received as to their disposition. 

‘Happily fire’ did not add its horrors 
to the disaster. The locomotives fell in 
such position at the sides of the track 
that the coals from the boxes did not 
ignite the other parts of the wreck. 

From Kansas City and Jefferson City, 
as well as from Sedalia, all relief pos- 
sible was sent td tne scene. The first 
wrecking train left Sedalia at 8:45 a. 
m., but it was unable to reach the scene 
of the wreck for several hours, on ac- 
count of the condition of the track. 

Track’s Curve Hides Peril. 

The track just east of Knobnoster 
curves to the south, and there is a gen- 
tle incline toward the east. The 8St. 
Joseph train was just entering tne curve 
when the California Limited, running at 
high speed, crashed into it. The engi- 
neers could not see one another on ac- 
count ef the curve until their locomo- 
tives only were a short distance apart. 

A special train bearing all the avail- 
able physicians tn Sedalia was sent 
to the scene as soon as word of the 
wreck reached here. 

Heavy Equipment for Train, 

The California Limited is one of the 
Missouri Pacific’s crack trains. It car- 
ries mail cars, two sleeping cars, two 
chair coaches, and an observation din- 
ing car. Many delegates from the Hast 
to the Denver convention were on board. 

The train from St. Joseph carried two 
sleeping cars, a chair car and coach. 

Knobnoster is a flag station for No. 3— 
the Calffornia train—which was behind 
time and running to make up on its 
echedule when the accident occurred. 

Officials Report a Wreck. 


At the office of General Manager 
Sullivan of the Missouri Pacific 
Thursday afternoon it was said that 
no detailed report of the accident had 
been received there and that from the 
information at hand officials of the 
road were under the impression that 
on mall clerk had been killed and 
that four mafl clerks and nine pass- 
engers were injured. 

It was said that the eastbéund train 
Was expected to arrive between 4 
and & p. m. 

Five physicians and surgeons were 
sent to the wreck from the Missouri 
Pact*e Hospital in St. Louls. At the 
hosplht | it was said that the person- 
nel of this special staff could not be 
given out In the absence of Chief 
Surgeon Outten.

Judge Alton B. Parker tb Com- 
mend Dead Ex-President 
at Convention. 





HE TOUCHES FINANCE 





Praises Fidelity to Settled Tra- 
ditions and Policies of the 
Democratic Party.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Judge Alton B. 
Parker will hurl a faintly disguised 
dynamite bomb into the Bryan ranks at 
the Denver convention by proposing a 
series of resolutions commendatory of 
the late Grover Cleveland. 

They will not be factory-made 
phrases, but have been adroitly pre- 
pared as if with the deliberate intention 
of causing trouble. Either the conven- 
tion must decline to endorse the reso- 
lutions or publicly, deliberately and un- 
equivocally repudiate William J. Bryan 
and all he has stood for these years, 

Back-Handed Slaps at Bryan. 

The resolutions to be introduced were 


made public here by a news agency.

ing phrases are these: 

‘We record our profound appreciation 
of his lofty character, his commanding 


| ability and his unfailing wisdom. 


“He maintained the public credit and 
honor, stood firm-as a rock in defense

and practices left by the Republican 
party as ae heritance to our people. 

“We recognize and commend his 
faithfulness at all times and under all 
circumstances to the settled traditions 
and policies of the Democratic party, as 
exomplified by its declarations of prin- 
ciples, by its acts and by the ideas and 
utterances of all its great leaders from 
the days of Thomas Jefferson to those 
of Samuel J. Tilden. 

Urge Erection of Monument, 

“Although Mr. Cleveland’s important 
work was done and his greatest respon- 
sibility assumed in the execution, of 
Federal] authority, he upheld with’ all 
the force of his mind, with heroic de- 
votion to principle, and with all> the 
power of his great office and influence, 
the rights of the State and local gov- 
ernments. He thus rendered effective 
service in asserting and maintaining 
that just distribution of powers whieh 
so distinguishes the political system 
bequeathed by the founders of the re- 
public.”’ 

The resolutions call upon the Demo- 
crats in Congress to urge the erection 
of a national monument to Mr. Cleve. 
land, and asks for the adjournment of 
the National Convention for a day out 
of respect to his memory.

The consumer making the low guar- 
antee, in this instance, pays approxi- 
mately 10.7 cents a kilowatt hour for the 
electricity he consumes, while the con- 
sumer making the high gugrantee has to 
pay his minimum of $15.63, the rate be- 
ing approximately 42 cents a kilowatt 
hour for the electricity used.

The man making the small guarantee 
gets a rate of approximately 8.9 cents, 
while the man making the large guaran- 
tee gets a rate slightly in excess of 
6 cents. Then it is the consumer mak- 
ing the small guarantee who gets his 
foot in the trap. 

The consumer who has an installation 
of 100 lamps will find, by a study of 
schedules, that he will get practically 
the same results. If in the summer 
months he can burn his lamps but one 
hour a day and makes a guarantee of 
10 cents a lamp, or $10 in all, he will 
get a base rate of 11% cents, and a bill 
of $15.66 cents at_the end of the month. 
He will have-consumed:® 150 kilowatt 
hours of current, and his net rate will 
be 10.4 cents.

lamps four hours a day. If he burns 
them, on an average of five hours a day 
he will consume 1200 kilowatt hours of 


electMcity during the month and will get 


a bill for $69.24, his net rate being §.77 
cents.

ZEPPELIN 10 


ATTEMPT FLIGHT 
ACROSS OCEAN 


Breaks All Steerable Balloon 
Records by~T rip Over 
Switzerland. 








FRIEDRICKSHAFEN, July 2.—In the 
huge airship in which he hopes some 
day to sail to the United States, Count 
Zeppelin, accompanied by a crew of 
14 persons, traversed the greater part 
of Northern Switzerland, maneuvered 
at will above several towns and re- 
turned to the starting place at Lake 
Constance after 12 hours in the air at 
an average speed of 3 miles_an hour. 


The journey broke all records for steer- 


able balloons. 

In almost a dead calm, the airship 
left its floating home on Lake Con- 
stance at 8:30 o’clock in the morning. 
Less than fivé minutes later Count 
Zeppelin shouted “all clear’’ and the 
alloon rose about 1lWw0 feet in the air 

d turned her bows towards Constance. 
By 9 o’clock it had disappeared on the 
western horizon. 

Telephone messages from Frauenfeld, 
Winterthur and other towns soon re- 
ported the appearance of the airship 
and her passage over the Canon of 
Zurich. The giant craft remained 10 
minutes hovering over the town of, 
Zurich and the lake, and then vanished 
from view at a rapid rate in the di- 
rection of Lucerne. 

Cheered by American Tourists. 

It was about 1 o’clock when the air- 
ship came into view at Lucerne, and 
thousands of astonished tourists from 
all parts of the world, including hun- 
dreds of Americans, greeted her with 
loud cheering as she sailed quickly over 
the waters of the lake. 

With the greatest precision, Count 
Zeppelin guided his airship and pro- 
ceeded to carry out a long series of 
evolutions, which included complicated 


figures, circles, the figure 8, sharp tugns, 
descents and ascents. He then made 


a tour of the whole lake, visiting every 


bay and indentation along the 
Finally he turned the nose of .:.. p 
homeward, crossing the Albis range of 
mountains in the high air and traveling 
at a good pace. 

They soon reached Zurich again. Great 
crowds had gathered there in anticipa- 
tion of — balioon’s return and were 
waiting to cheer its arrival, The roofs 
of the houses and all theSpen spaces 
were crowded. The Count. however, 


i} gave them only a five minutes’ view of 


the balloon, merely encircling the Town 
Hall and then continuing on his way 
to Winterthur and Frauenfeld. At the 
latter place he crossed the artillery 
range and was cheered by the troops 
engaged in field and firing exercises. 
Greeted With Military Salute. 

By 6:30 in the Sage the airship 
had again reached Lake Constance and 
turned eastward to Bregenz, a frontier 
town of Austria-Hungary. From that 
place it traveled back to Friederichs- 
hafen, executip,.a most difficult series 
of maneuvers? %\the while until it was 
over the toy -% It descended to within 
100 feet of, %-< roofs of the houses and 
was grees ‘with a salute from a bat- 
tery of all mortars, to which the 
crew of the airship, led by the Count, 
responded with cheers. A few min- 
utes later the balloon slipped easily 
into the shed from which it had been 
absent just 12 hours. 

The greatest altitude reached in the 
long voyage was 2500 feet, and the dis- 
tance covered was about 220 miles as 
the crow flies. Passengers traveling on 
a train between Zurich and Constance 
say that the balloon easily overhauled 
the train, which it left behind. 

Count Zeppelin considers the pros- 
pects for an approaching 24-hour flight 
as favorable.

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MY FIRST MOOSE 


A HUNTING ADVENTURE IN THE BITTER ROOT MOUNTAINS 
By THEQDORE ROOSEVELT

HE moose is the giant of all deer, 
T ‘and many hunters esteem it the 

noblest of American game. Be- 
yond question, there are few trophies 
more prized than the huge shovel horns 
of this strange dweller in the cold north- 
land forests. 

I shot my first moose after making 
several fruitiess hunting trips with this 
special game in view. The season ! 
finally succeeded it was only after hav- 
ing hunted two or three weesk in vain, 
among the Bitter Root Mountains, -and 
the ranges lying southeast of them. 

I began about the first of September 
by making a trial with my old hunting 
friend, Willis. We speedily found a 
country where there were mooseé, but of 
the animals themselves we never Caught 
We tried’to kill them by 
hunting in the_s&ime manner that we 
hunted elk; tat is, by choosing a place 
where there ‘was a sign, and going care- 
fully through it against or across the 
wind. However, this pian failed; though 
at that very time we succeeded in kill- 
ing elk in this way, devoting one or 
two days to their pursuit. There were 
both elk and moose in the country, but 
they were usually found in different 
kinds of ground, though often close 
alongside one another. The forme! 
went in herds, the cows, calves and 
yearlings by themselves, and they 
roamed through the higher and more 
Open forests, well up towards timber 
line. The moose, on the contrary, were 
found singly or in small parties cém- 
posed at the outside of a bull, a cow 
and her young of two years: for the 
moose is practically monogamous, in 
strong contrast to the highly polyga- 
mous wapiti and caribou. 

Our main difficulty lay in the charac- 
ter of the woods which the moose 
haunted. They were choked and tan- 
gled to the last degree, consisting of a 
mass of thick-growing conifers, with 
dead timber strewn in every direction, 
aug young growth filling the spaces be- 
tween the trunks. We could not see 20 
yards ahead of us, and it was almost 
impossible to walk without making a 
noise. ‘The elk were occasionally found 
in these same places; but usually they 
frequented more open timber, where the 
hunting was beyond comparison easier. 
more experienced hunters 
would vave killed their game; though 
in such cover the beSt tracker and still- 
hunter alive cannot always reckon on 
success With really wary animals. But, 
be this as it may, we, at any rate, were 
completely baffled, and I began to think 
that this modse, hunt, like all my for- 
mer ones, was doomed to end in fail- 
ure, 

However, a few days later I met a 
crabbed old trapper named Hank Grif- 
fin, who was going after beaver tn the 
mountains, and who told me that if I 
come with him he would show 
me moose. I jumped at the chance, 
and he proved as good as his word: 
though, for the first two trials my il! 
hick did not change. 


On Favorable Grouad. 


» At the time that it finally did change 
we had at last reached a place where 
the moose were on favorable ground. 


* A high, marshy vailey stretched for sev- 


eral miles. between. two rows of stony 
Mountains, clad with a forest of rather 
small fir trees, This valley was covered 
With reeds, alders and rank grass, and 
Studded with little willow-bordered 
ponds and island-like clumps of spruce 
and gracefu) tamnracks. 

' Having’ surveyed the ground and 
found moose sign the preceding after- 
Troon, we were up betimes in the cool 
morning to begin our hunt. Before 
funrise We were posted on a rock spur

he lay down, though not when he stood. 
After some turning, he settled himself in 
his bed just as a steer would. 

He could not have chosen a spot bet- 
ter suited for“us. He was nearly at the 
edge of the morass, the open space be- 
tween the spruce clump where he was 
lying and the rocky foothills being com- 
paratively dry and not much over a 
couple of hundred: yards broad; while 
some sixty yards from it, and between 
it and the hills, was a little hummock, 
tufted with firs, so as to afford us just 
the cover we needed. Keeping back 
from the edge of the morass, we were 
able to Ww upright through the forest, 
until we got the point where he was ly- 
ing in-a line with this. little hummock. 
We then dropped on our hands and 
knees, and crept over the soft, wet 
sward, where there was nothing to make 
a noise. Wherever the ground rose at 
all we crawled flat on our belHes. The 
air was still, for it was a very calm 
morning. 


At last we reached the hummock, and 
I got into position for a shot, taking a 
final look at my faithful 45-909 Win- 
chester to see that all was in order. 
Peering cauttously through the shield- 
ing evergreens, I at first could not make 
out where the moose was lying, until 
my eye was caught by the motion of 
his- big ears, as he occasionally flapped 
them lazily forward. Even then I could 
not see his outline; but I knew where he 
was, and having pushed my rifle for- 
ward on the moss, I snapped a dry twig 
to make him rise. My veins were thrill- 
ing and my heart beating with that 
eager, fierce excitement, known only to 


Ibut some enormous, fresh tracks told

longer and slimmer than a caribou’s, 
while on the other hahd it is much 
larger than an elk’s, and a longer oval 
in shape. 

Most of the sign was old, this high 
alpine meadow, surrounded by snow 
mountains, having clearly been a fa- 
vorite resort for moose in the summer; 


that one or more old bulls were still 
frequenting the place. 

The light was already fading, and, of 
course, we did not wish to camp where 
Wwe were, because we would then cer- 
tainly scare the moose. Accordingly, 
we pushed up the valley for another 
mile, through an open forest, the ground 
being quite free from underbrush and 
dead timber, and covered with a carpet 
of thick moss, In which the feet sank 
noiselessly. Then we came to another 
beaver meadow, which offered fine feed 
for the ponies. On its edge we hastily 
pitched camp, just at dusk. We tossed 
down the packs in a dry grove, close to 


loose in the meadow. hobbling the little 
mare that carried the bell. The ground 
was smooth. We threw a cross-pole 
from one to the other of two young 
spruces, which happened to stand hand- 
ily, and from it stretched and pegged 
out a piece of canvas, which we were 
using as a shelter tent. Beneath this 
we spread our bedding, laying under it 
the canvas sheets in’ which it had been 
wrapped. There was still bread left 
over from yesterday’s baking, and in a 
few moments the kettle was boiling and 
the frying pan sizzling, while one of us 
skinned and cut into suitable pieces two 
grouse We had knocked over on 6ur 
march. For fear of frightening the 
moose, we built but a small fire, and 
went to bed soon after supper, being 
both tired and cold. Fortunately, what 
little bré@ze there was blew up the val- 
ley. P 

At dawn I was awake, and crawled 
out of my buffalo bag shivering and 
yawning. My companian still slum-

bered’ heavily. White frost covered 
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whatever had been left outside. The 
cold was sharp, and I hurriedly slipped 
a pair of stout moccasins on my feet, 
drew on my gloves and cap and started 
through the ghostly woods for the 
meadow where we had seen the moose 
sign. The tufts of grass were stiff with 
frost; black ice skimmed the edges and 
quiet places of the little brook. 


A Hunt at Dawn. 


I walked slowly, it being difficult not 
to make a noise by cracking sticks or 
brushing against trees, in the gloom; 
but the forest was so open that it fa- 
vored me. When I reached the edge of 
the beaver meadow it was light enough 
to shoot, though the front sight still 
glimmered indistinctly. Streaks of cold 
red showed that the sun would soon 
rise. 

Before leaving ‘the shelter of the last 
spruces I halted to listen; and almost 
immediately heard a curious splashing 
sound from the middle of the meadow, 
where the brook broadened into small 
willow-bordered pools.~I knew at once 
that a moose was in one of these pools, 
wading about and pulling up the water 
lilies by seizing their slippery stems in 
his lips, plunging his head deep under 
water to do so. The moose love to feed 
in this way in the hot months, when 
they spend all the time they can in 
the water, feeding or lying down; nor 


even when the weather is so cold that 
icicles form in their shaggy coats. 

Crouching, I stole notselessly along the 
edge of the willow thicket. The stream 
twisted through it from side to side in 
zigzags, so that every few rods I got a 
glimpse down a lane of black water. In 
a minute I heard a slight splashing near 
me; and on passing the next point of 
bushes, I saw the shadowy outline of 
the moose’s hindquarters, standing in a 
bend of the water. In a moment he 
walked onwards, disappearing. I ran 
forward a couple of rods, and then 
turned in among the willows, to reach 
the brook where it again bent back to- 
wards me. The splashing in the water 
and the rustling of the moose’s body 
against the froze twigs drowned the lit- 
tle noise made by my moccasined feet. 

I strode out on the bank at the lower 
end of a long, narrow pool of water, 
dark and half frozen... In this pool, half 
way down and facing me, but a score 
of yards off, stood the mighty marsh 
beast, strange and uncouth in look as 
some monster surviving over from the 
Pliocene. His vast bulk loomed black 
and vague in the dim gray dawn: his 
huge antlers stood out sharply; columns 
of steam rose from his nostrils. For 
several seconds he fronted me motion- 
less; then he began to turn, slowly, and 
as if he had a stiff neck. When quarter 
way round I fired into his sheulder; 
whereat he reared and bounded on the 
bank with a great leap, vanishing in 
the willows. Through these I heard him 
crash like a whirlwind for a dozen rods; 
then down he fell, and when I reached 
the spot he .had ceased to struggle. The 
ball had gone through his heart. 

When a moose is thus surprised at 
close quarters, it will often stand and 
gaze for a moment or two, and then 
turn stiffly around until headed in the 
right direction; once thus headed aright 
it starts off with extraordinary speed. 

The flesh of the moose is very good; 
though some deem it coarse. Old hun- 
ters, who always like rich, greasy food, 
rank a moose’s nose with a beaver’s 
tail, as the chief of backwood delicacies; 
personally, I never liked either. The 
hide of the moose, like the hide of the 
elk, is of very poor quality, much in- 
ferior to ordinary buckskin.

Then an Alban 
army under King Cluilius marched 
against Rome. Tullius and the Roman 
troops went out to meet the invaders, 
and the two opposing armies drew UP 
in battle line, waiting their leaders’ Or- 
ders to begin the conflict. 

Then it was that the Alban King, 
Cluilius, sent a messenger to Tullus 
with the following proposal: He said it 
was useless to sacrifice many lives in 
warfare when a smaller number might 
serve the purpose just as well. He 
therefore suggested that -each side se- 
lect three champions, and ‘that these 
six men fight to the death. The army 
whose three representatives should be 
slain was to be declared defeated with- 
out further battle. 

This idea appealed to Tullus. 
cepted the challenge and chose for 
Rome’s champions Horatia’s three 
brothers, knowp as ‘the Horatii.”’ 
Cluilius selected young Curiatius and 
the latter's two brothers to fight for 
Alba Longa. Curtatius was thus forced 
to contend for his life and the honor of 
his native city against the brothers of 
the girl he leved. 

The three ‘“‘Horatii” and the three 
“Curfatii” put on their armor and 
marched out into a great open Space 
between the two waiting armies. There 
the strange triple duel begen. For a 
long time the fight waged and the issue 
hung in doubt. One after another, at 
last, all three of the Curiatii were bad- 
ly wounded. Two of the Horatii Were 
alain eutright. To the surprise of beth |

one could understand his flight. 

But the ruse was soon explained. The 
three wounded Curiatii pursued him 
fiercely. They did not keep together, but 
“strung out” some distance apart in 
the chase. As soon as they were so far 
apart that they could no longer assist 
each other, Horatius suddenly turned 
upon the one who was nearest to him. 
Rushing at the wounded, tired man, he 
killed him with one blow of hig sword. 
Then, in the same way, he attacked and 
slew in succession the second and third 
of the Curiatii. 

Dragging from the body of his sister’s 
dead lover the gorgeous cloak the girl 
had woven, Horatius threw the garment 
about his own shoulders, as a trophy, 
and was carried back to Rome on the 
upraised shields of his applauding com- 
rades. He had saved the day for his 
city. 

Horatia, with the other Roman wom- 
en, had been watching for the army’s 
return. As her brother was borne in 


cloak about his shoulders and knew 
what had befallen her lover. Bursting 
through the cheering crowd, she barred 
the victor’s way. Weeping and with dis- 
heveled hair, she solemnly cursed him 
for the death of Curtatiua. 

Horatius, the fury of battle still upon 
him, drew his sword, that yet reeked 
with Curtatius’ blood, and stabled Ho- 
ratia to the heart, shouting: 

“So perish all who mourn thelr coun- 
try’s foes!’’ 

In an instant the triumphal procession 

was changed to a throng of angry sol- 
diers and townsfolk clamoring for the 
murderer's blood. Horatius was dragged 
before the Judges. They condemned him 
to be whipped t6é death. But in recog- 
nition of his battle-record it was later 
decided that a heavy fine and a public 
humiliation would suffice as punish- 
ment.

CINCINNATI, July 2—One of the big- 


gest scandals ‘that ever developed in 


baseball may result from the alleged at- 
tempt of the Cincinnati management to 
tamper with Catcher Kling of the Chi- 
cago National League team. 

President Murphy openly charged that 
Garry Herrmann, chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission, the manager of a 
billiard company, and President Ban 
Johnson of the American League have 
conspired to disrupt the Chicago Na- 
tional League club. 

Murphy threatened to appeal to the 
National Commission and to bring civil 
suit for damages against Herrmann. 

Kling wants to come to Cincinnati. 
Herrmann and the billiard firm have ar- 
ranged to start him in business here 
and Kling claims that Murphy gave him 
the right to negotiate for his release 
and for a trade with Cincinnati. 

This Murphy denies. When the Chi- 
cago team was in Cincinnati in April 
Kling met the billiard people and there 
opened negotiations with Herrmann for 
financial backing for a big. billiard and 
pool hall. 

When the Chicago team came here on 
this trip, Kling, aceording: to the Cin- 
cinnati management, came to them to 
try to get away from Chicago and 
get with the Cincinnati team, 

Kling has no grievance against the 
Chicago club, but thinks that if he 
were with the Reds his business chances 
would be improved. Herrmann denies 
that he ever talked baseball with Kling. 

Butiness Manager Bancroft of the 
Cincinnati team attempted to get Mur- 
pry, Kling and Herrmann together.

BE INVESTIGATED 


Presiding Elder of Methodist 
Church Appointed to Make 
Inquiry. 








CHARGES TO BE_ FILED 


Members of Board Decline to Act 
Because They Are Involved 
in Case. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark, July i- 


Charges of mismanagement of the State 
convict farm at Cummings, Lincoln 
County, are to be investigated by the 
Rev. A. C. Millar, presiding elder of 
the Little Rock district of the Metho- 
dist Church, beginning abvut July 1. 

This course was determined at a 
meeting of the State Board of Peni- 
tentiary Commissioners, who declined 
to undertake the investigrtion them- 
selves because charges have been made 
that there are members of the board 
who are friendly to either one or the 
other of certain accused officers of the 
Peniténtiary. 

Attorney-General W. F. Kirby op- 
posed Dr. Millar’s -~ppointment as com- 
missioner on the ground that there is 
no law upon which he could be author- 
ized to undertake the investigation. He 
also argued that members of the board 
should not put upon the shoulders of 
another a duty they are unwilling to 
perform. 

Secretary of State Ludwig moved that 
the entire board accompany Dr. Millar 
upon the trip to the farm, but this 
was later withdrawn, and the entire 
case has been passed up to the church- 
man for a ‘full and complete inspec- 
tion. 

Dr. R. L. Russell has been instructed 
by Dr. Millar to draw up a bill of 
particulars, specifying the charges he 
has made against the management of 
the farm, and each case of mismanage- 
ment that he is willing to have investi- 
gated.
